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TO THE RIVIERA BY CAR 


ONVERSATION with the Auto- 

mobile Association representative 

at one of the Channel ports 

recently elicited the information 

that the General Election had 
caused a drastic cancellation of bookings 
for cars across the Channel, but that a 
complementary rush was expected as soon 
as the election turmoil had died down. 
But for the election, I was informed, this 
season was bidding fair to be a post-war 
record in the number of British motorists 
searching for winter sunshine in their cars, 
and, in spite of ruling conditions, bookings 
for cars extended well into next month. 
Although the train service to the Riviera 
has recently been much improved, every- 
body who has made the trip by rail and 
by road is agreed that the latter is by far 
the more enjoyable, and there is, of course, 
no need for the expression of opinion on 
the value and utility of a car in Europe’s 
winter playground. In spite of the chaotic 
traffic on the most frequented roads of 
the Céte d’Azur, the hinterland of the 
French Riviera is a territory that, as a 
motoring centre, surely has no superior 
in Europe. Its traffic is negligible, its 
scenery superb and its roads among the 
best of France. 

Of the large numbers of English 
people who constitute the bulk of the 
Blue Train’s freight, there are probably less 
than 10 per cent. who do not own cars and 
who are not enthusiastic motorists. Why, 
then, do they leave their cars at home ? 
There are two or, possibly, three reasons. 
The first is the question of expense, for 
not everyone who goes down south does 
so with the intention of getting rid of as 
much money as possible in the available 
time, and there is a widespread and some- 
what natural idea that the journey by 
car must be much more expensive than 
by train. The second reason is the largely 
deserved reputation of the present day 
French roads for inexpressible badness. 
The third is the fear of adverse weather 
on the way down, for no one wants to 
have to spend the greater part of a 
holiday in recouping from the effects of 
the journey to the chosen land nor to 
have the whole holiday spoilt by the 
prospects of a painful and unpleasant 
journey home. 

Of these three the last is undoubtedly 
the most serious. If the weather is fine 
no trip could be more enjoyable than that 
right through the heart of a foreign land 
where the visitor from abroad is welcomed 
and treated with courtesy on every hand. 
And the scenery in the mountainous parts 
of central France is worth coming many 
miles to see. But the bad weather bug- 
bear can be met in two ways; by suitable 
equipment of the car and by curtailing 
the daily mileage. Practically every 
“open touring ’’ car can now be totally 
enclosed, and if the car be of the enclosed 
type there remains nothing to be done 
unless it be the provision of some means 
of internal heating, as, for instance, by one 
of those “ gadgets ”’ that brings heat from 
the exhaust into the car body. They are 
easily fitted, though the proprietary articles 
seem unnecessarily expensive; but any 


competent garage can rig up an equally 
satisfactory substitute. 


COST. 


With a medium-powered car doing, 
say, twenty miles to the gallon the cost of 
the week’s journey down will be very 
little more than that of the first class train 
fare. If there be two passengers in the car 
the total cost will be decidedly less than 
that of rail travel for the two, though, of 
course, every extra day spent on the journey 
will send up the cost and if one likes to 
rush the trip, which I would most strongly 
deprecate, it is quite possible to beat the 
train on the score of cost. Seven days are 
very nice time for the journey from 
London to Monte Carlo, but on a high- 
powered Napier car I have done it in four 
without undue stress, and, early this year, 
an English light car did the 725 miles 
from Boulogne in thirty hours from the 
time of leaving to the time of arriving ! 
And every additional passenger in the car

means, of course, a further gain over the 
train on the score of cost. 

But this statement that the seven-days 
trip can be done at less than train costs 
ignores one very important factor—the 
cost of getting the car across the Channel, 
which is the one extravagance of the whole 
journey. Whether the cross-Channel fares 
for man and car will ever be reduced to a 
reasonable level is on the knees of the gods, 
but the present £7 to {12 for the car for 
the single crossing cannot be called 
reasonable, especially as the passengers 
have to have their own tickets in addition. 

On the other side fuel costs about 
3d. per gallon more than in England, but 
the “‘ tourisme ”’ is of rather better quality 
than our No. 1, though not so good as our 
“ fifty-fifty ’’ mixture which, of course, is 
not obtainable. Oil costs about the same 
as in England, and the Gargoyle brands 
can be obtained everywhere, though the 
special English oils are unknown and few 
careful owners will wish to experiment 
with the French brands, though, doubtless, 


these are quite satisfactory, as they «re 
used extensively by the native motorists. 
Should tyres be wanted they can be bought 
more cheaply than in England, though: if 
the car happens to have inch-size rims then 
spares will be difficult to find and probably 
expensive, because they will have been 
imported under heavy tariffs. This, how- 
ever, is only my conjecture, for inch-size 


tyres I most carefully avoid if they have . 


no metric equivalent that will fit my rims. 

Thus the question of cost boils down 
to this for the motorist to answer for 
himself—is the boat fare for the car likely 
to be justified by the pleasure I shall get 
out of the vehicle down there? Anyone 
with any knowledge at all of the inde- 
scribable beauties of the Corniche d’Or, 
of the parallel Esterel road—though I do 
not know to what extent these have been 
affected by the alleged deliberately-started 
devastating fires of last summer—of the 
Grand Corniche, or of the roads that lead 
beyond Grasse into the spurs of the Alps, 
will not need to pause for an answer, and 
if these beauties have been previously 
surveyed from the perilous seats of a 
French char-a-bancs, then the pros of 
taking the car will even more decisively 
outweigh the cons. 

A Riviera holiday limited to the 
usual resorts on the coast is not seeing 
the Riviera nor enjoying one quarter of 
the pleasures that it alone can offer. 
The best of it falls only to those who get 
behind the scenes of fashionable urbanity 
and explore the impressive grandeur of 
the mountains with their decaying relics 
of long-forgotten civilisations. The extra- 
ordinary villages that nestle in the most 
out of the way places fascinate the artist, 
the antiquary and the mere sightseer 
alike, and they bring home to those who 
would otherwise never think of it at least 
some idea of the reality of that Saracen 
and Moorish activity which over-ran 
Europe in the early dark ages, but which 
is to most of us in England nothing more 
than a tradition. 


THE ROADS. 


It would be absurd to suggest that 
the average French road is good. Judged 
by English standards it is indescribably 
bad, but there is this to be said in its 
favour—it is best where the scenery is also 
best. The badness of the long straight 
stretches in the plains of both north and 
south are due to the French driver’s habit 
of putting his foot hard down when he 
starts a journey and of not relieving the 
pressure on the accelerator pedal until 
he has to. But in the mountainous 
districts these undesired compulsions are 
so numerous that he can never attain a 
speed that will adversely affect the roads, 
which thus remain good, although they 
are even more neglected than those of the 
plains. Repairs do take place—I know, 
because I have seen them—but, incredible 
as it may seem, they are even more crude 
than those adopted in the Chertsey area 
of Surrey and represent little more than 
wasted labour. 

It is tantalising to the traveller bent 
on a distant destination to find that where 
he might give his car its head he cannot 
do so because of the road surface and that

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where the road surface allows, the twists 
and the gradients will not. Occasionally, a 
fine straight stretch with a perfect surface 
will be found, but it will almost invariably 
be followed by a stretch of maximum 
atrocity, and this is the pitfall that accounts 
for so many broken car springs in France. 
The driver tries to get the utmost possible 
benefit from the fine road and finds himself 
in the midst of pot-holes several feet 
across and several inches deep before 
he has time to decelerate. Perhaps this 
is the reason why French designers have 
pioneered the four-wheel brake—so as to 
protect the springs and the reputations 
of the cars, since the car can be slowed 
down almost instantaneously when a bad 
patch of road is struck at speed. 

I am told that Route Nationale No. 7 
which goes from Paris to Mentone has been 
repaired this summer, but in view of its 
state in February, cannot conceive that 
it is fit for travel by car—that is by a car 
of which the occupants are upon pleasure 
bent. This road runs along the valleys of the 
Loire and Rhone rivers, and which is the 
more uninteresting portion for anyone but 
the student of these two waterways is 
difficult to say. For all practical purposes 
it is impossible for the Riviera visitor to 
avoid all of it, but the following itinerary 
reduces its agonies to a minimum—that is 
a minimum without involving unjustifiable 
detours. 


THE BEST WAY DOWN. 


He would indeed be a bold man that, 
without knowing the whole of a country 
should venture to describe any one way 
across it as the best possible. Therefore 
I will qualify my description of the following 
route as the best by saying that it is the 
best of the two or three that I know, all 
of which are reasonably direct. The other 
day, at Dover, I met a man who knew all 
these and in addition that via Lyon, 
Grenoble, Sisteron and Digne, which he 
says is the best of all. Unfortunately, I 
have never been able to sample this 
route on account of the obstacle of snow, 
but it is stated that this year the road is 
to be kept open all through the winter, 
though the intention seems rather wildly 
optimistic. 

For those who want to avoid flat 
and uninteresting country as much as 
possible, Dieppe is a better port of landing 
than Boulogne—Calais is hardly worth 
considering unless one wants to go to 
Paris and even then its advantage is 
slight. But the rough sketch map shows 
that my route avoids Paris and _ this 
map should make the route quite clear 
as far as Bourges, the central town of 
France and now claiming to possess the 
first cathedral of France, since the dis- 
appearance of Rheims. As far as Bourges, 
which shares with Chartres the distinction 
of having the finest stained glass in the 
world, and indeed as far as Clermont- 
Ferrand, the interest of the trip has lain 
entirely in the architectural beauties of 
some of the towns passed through, but 
Rouen is hackneyed, Orleans is disappoint- 
ing and Montlucon is essentially industrial. 
Both Clermont and its cathedral look 
essentially modern, though in those days 
when the history of the church was the 
history of mankind, Clermont was a place of 
numerous councils and supreme import- 
ance; to-day it owes its fame—almost its 
existence—to M. Michelin and it is inter- 
esting that the preceding big town en 
voute—Montlucon—is the home of the 
French Dunlop factory. 


THE AUVERGNES AND CEVENNES. 


From Clermont begins the ascent, at 
first gradual, of the Auvergne plateau, and 
through picturesque Vielle Brioude to 
le Puy is all mountainous going, but 
without severe hills to climb. After le 
Puy begins the steep, though not severe, 
climb up the Cevennes, and, after Pradelles, 
(34 kilometres from le Puy) one must 
decide which of two ways to take. There

are two possible: one through Aubenas to 
join the Rhone Valley and Route Nationale 
No. 7 at Montelimar, and the other through 
Alais to cross the Rhone and join No. 7 
at Avignon. Of the two the latter is 
preferable. On both the scenery is superb 
and Villefort, on the due southerly route, 
is approached by a descent of several miles 
through an awe-inspiring gorge of terrific 
dimensions and awful gradients, which are, 
however, kept well away from the road 
which, though twisty, is never dangerously 
steep. This route has the added attraction 
of allowing a convenient detour to Nimes, 
with its amphitheatre and the famous 
Pont du Gard, a short distance to the 
north, which are the Mecca of all Roman 
remains enthusiasts who cannot get to 
the Eternal City. 

From Avignon to San Rafael, which 
is the beginning of the Riviera proper, 
the road is straight, and, except for occa- 
sional bits, such as the villages of Orgon 
and le Luc—the latter distinctly Saracen in 
its architecture—is but moderately inter- 
esting. It is the apparently doomed Route 
Nationale No. 7 which, however, becomes 
quite respectable in surface demeanour as 
soon as it touches the Mediterranean. 


THE FRENCH GARAGE. 


With cars and other things as they 
are, very little extra preparation is needed 
for a car that is to be taken abroad on an 
extensive tour as compared with what 
would be needed for a tour of similar or 
even less duration in home country. 
The “other things” here include the 
excellent service that is to be had from 
the typical French garage. Whereas the 
sensible tourist at home avoids the garage 
as he would the plague, touching it only 
when he has no possible alternative, the 
qualms that assail him on behalf both of 
his pocket and his car are entirely super- 
fluous in France. The bungling mechanic 
with no knowledge beyond that of his 
trades union principles that forbid him 
to work two seconds after the clock has 
struck leaving-off time, unless he is assured 
of double pay for overtime, and that 
inefficiency and poorness of workmanship 
which mean much anxiety over a car that 
has been passed out of an English garage 
as cured of some ailment, do not exist. 

The smallest and the most extensive 
job is undertaken at a moment’s notice 
and executed with a skill and a moderate- 
ness of charge that, to the Englishman who 
experiences them for the first time, are 
nothing short of astounding. Mechanics 
not only know their jobs, but are willing to 
display their knowledge. Managers seem 
to feel that they exist not to take advantage 
of the casual traveller, but to serve him. 
If I told some of my experiences in French 
garages to English mechanics I should 
be laughed at as a fanciful romancer 
or very bluntly told something much more 
unpleasant. There is no reason for thinking 
my experience in any way abnormal, and 
its lessons are that while the good garage 
in England is the very, very rare exception, 
in France it is the general rule. 


EQUIPMENT OF THE CARS. 


But garages with mechanics are much 
less common along the roadside in France 
that they are here and, therefore, it behoves 
one to be well prepared to effect at least a 
temporary repair should anything happen 
to the mechanism of the car. Of these 
happenings the most probable are radiator 
or petrol pipe failings, due to the severe 
roads. To meet the former, 3lb. of 
Plasticine is the best temporary expedient 
of which I know, and by its aid a hundred 
miles or more may safely be covered without 
a stop, while periodic renewal of the Plas- 
ticine filling on either side of the leak will 
enable a whole tour to be completed. 
For a broken petrol pipe, a piece—about a 
foot in length—of that special petrol-proof 
rubber tubing should be carried, and this 
may be used when the breakage is complete. 
Personally, I like to see such a piece of tube 
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in any petrol feed system, quite apart from 
the question of breakages, because it go 
effectively absorbs vibration and dimi:.ishes 
the probability of a breakage. For « pipe 
that fractures without actually bres «ing 
string and Seccotine are excellent ; 
lating tape ’”’ is, perhaps, better than s ‘ing, 
but without the Seccotine it is of litt] use 
for it will not resist the dissolving ; tion 
of the petrol as will Seccotine almost 
although, of course, only for a time. 

Above all, two invaluable spar s—a 
complete front and rear spring. The: are, 
indeed, more than invaluable, they « e in- 
dispensable, and any self-respecting 1. anu- 
facturer should be willing to supply hem 
to the owner of one of his cars to take ona 
foreign trip, on the understanding t! at if 
they are not used they may be returne:: and 
need not be paid for. 

As regards special accessories, /ittle 
is needed beyond a good spot light, such 
as a Cooper-Stewart, which excels in its 
light-giving capacity, or an Atlantic—:nade 
by Butlers’ of Birmingham—which excels 
in its solidity of construction and in its 
adaptability for roadside repairs. These 
are priceless assets when one is having to 
stop frequently to read signposts or look 
at the map in the car—their light may, of 
course, readily be swivelled to shine into 
the car—and they are not illegal in France. 

Finally, noone need have any qualms 
as to difficulty over the formalities to be 
satisfied in getting the car across the 
Channel and back. The A.A. or the R.A.C. 
will do all that is necessary for that at 
this side and through their men at the 
port of landing. On arrival a permis de 
civculation is taken out for one or two 
months, which, if the “ triptyque ’’— 
a sort of car passport—includes Italy, 
may be extended by means of a flight 
across the frontier into Italy and a stay 
of a few hours’ duration. It is a tip 
worth knowing, which I had from the 
A.A. inspector at Nice.

Use and Abuse of the Roads. 


T is a sign of the times that all sections 
] of the community are taking a revived 
and, in some senses, an entirely new 
interest in the road and in the rights of 
the individual as a user of it. The 
pedestrian, the cyclist, the horse driver 
and the motorist all seem to be wanting 
to establish a prior right to that which 
is provided for the community as a whole, 
and which no one section can enjoy to 
the exclusion of another. But the simple 
dictates of mere common-sense demand 
that changing conditions shall be accom- 
panied by a changing point of view, and the 
attitude of the Lincolnshire magistrate who 
talks openly of the “ fact ’’—in his opinion 
—that motorists use the roads only under 
sufferance, is an attitude that will require 
more than magisterial ignorance «nd 
prejudice to maintain in the future. 
Nevertheless, to whichever section of 
the road-using community one may belo, 
one needs to have a fair appreciation of 
the privileges and duties of others. ‘he 
selfishness of the cyclist without a rar 
light, of the ignorant and inconsider ite 
motor driver and the ignorance of -he 
magistrate are signs of the present t'me 
that will duly disappear, either ai to- 
matically or under the impetus of le zal 
enactment. Realising that one’s ovn 
point of view is apt to be coloured by or °’s 
own method of road usage, the motoi'st 
may yet have a fair ground for compla ot 
in such abuse of the road as that illustrat 2d 
in the accompanying pair of photograp':s. 
The town of Guildford has lost only a 
portion of the notoriety it once shard 
with Kingston-on-Thames or the Ham )- 
shire villages for its oppressive attitue 
to those who came there in motor cars 
to spend money. Prosecutions for obstru’- 
tion by the police when a motor car hes 
been left outside a shop for a very litt 2 
time are by no means things of the pas’.

PROPOS of Christmas gifts, furs are always a good 

selection, and it should be noted that at one house, 

renowned for assured value and good taste in peltry, 
there has been a drop all round in prices, a concession that 
cannot fail to be appreciated at a moment when even the fullest 
purses are apt to feel the strain. 

The exceptionally cold weather has confirmed the conviction 
that there is nothing to surpass an all-fur wrap for real warmth, 
and, now that fur coats are brought out at the minimum 
possible weight, the one-time defect of bulkiness and discomfort, 
as compared with the fur-trimmed wrap, has been eliminated. 
One can walk to-day with the most perfect ease and freedom 
swathed in fur from nose to feet—which holds especially true 
of the elegant long wrap cloak mounted on to a deep yoke 
and completed by a high muffling collar. 

Perhaps the most covetable fur of the season is black 
Persian lamb. Either a long or short coat of this, trimmed 
sable dyed kolinski, chinchilla, rat chinchilla or grey opossum 
is an invaluable asset to any wardrobe. One of the outstanding 
features, however, is the use made of faked furs in conjunction with 
real skins and rich materials 
for trimming purposes.

Portraits (Series Two) (Macmillan, 

7s. 6d.) is a book to be selected at 
sight from among this week’s shelf-full. Mr. 
Philip W. Sergeant’s Life of Anne Boleyn 
(Hutchinson, 18s.) comes opportunely upon 
the heels of several about her great daughter 
which have made Elizabeth’s personality very 
vivid in our minds, and is certain of a welcome 
on that account. My Russian Life (Hutchinson, 
21s.) is by Princess Anatole Marie Bariatinsky, 
whose husband was a friend of the Czar, so 
that she had every opportunity of meeting the 
most prominent people of the days before the 
revolution. Her narrative brings matters down 
to the present day with some account of the 
Russian aristocracy now living in England. 
Then there are Mr. John Beresford’s most 
interesting Gossip of the Seventeenth and Eigh- 
teenth Centuries (Cobden Sanderson, 8s. 6d.) ; 
Dramatic Days at the Old Bailey (Stanley Paul, 
12s. 6d.), by Mr. Charles Kingston ; and Mr. 
C. R. Ashbee’s A Palestine Notebook, 1918- 
1923 (Heinemann, 12s. 6d.). 

Mr. W. B. Yeats’ Plays and Controversies 
(Macmillan, 1os. 6d.) is another very welcome 
volume, as is also Mr. Iolo A. Williams’ 
anthology, The Shorter Poems of the XVIII 
Century (Heinemann, tos. 6d.). A Selection 
From the Poems of Michael Field (5s.) comes 
from the Poetry Bookshop ; Selected Poems 
(7s. 6d.), by Mr. W. H. Davies, from Mr. 
Cape. Dale Dramas (Lane, 7s. 6d.) is a book 
of little folk-plays, illustrated with woodcuts 
by Mr. Fred Lawson, by Dorothy Una 
Ratcliffe ; it would make an ideal gift book 
for any lover of country ways and country 
life. ‘The popular edition of Mr. Laurence 
Housman’s Echo de Paris (Cape, 2s. 6d.), first 
published in a limited edition last September, 
has come to hand ; and Mr. John Drinkwater’s 
Victorian Poetry(Hodder and Stoughton, 2s.6d.). 
The London Review (Wells Gardner and Darton, 
2s. 6d.), described as “‘a moral pantomime, 
by F. J. Harvey Darton, Citizen and Cloth- 
maker of that city, with a coloured representa- 
tion of the characters and two scenes by Albert 
Rutherson, Artist and Craftsman of the same 
city, with directions for setting up a theatre,” 
is a production which promises much enter- 
tainment. An illustrated book quite out of 
the ordinary is The Dragon of Kinabalu 
(Clement Ingleby, 7s. 6d.; also fifty copies 
on hand-made paper, signed by the artist, 
£3 3s.), a collection of folk-tales from North 
Borneo, collected and told by Mr. Owen 
Rutter and illustrated and ornamented by Miss 
Mary Penrose-Thackwell. This is an ex- 
quisitely produced book and well worth having, 
both for the charm of the stories as stories 
and their interest to the folklorist. 

Mr. Donald Maxwell’s Unknown Sussex 
(Lane, 15s.) is another book which ought cer- 
tainly to be considered in deciding on Christmas 
gifts, for it is charmingly illustrated. Other 
books of topographical interest are LordWyfold’s 
The Upper Thames Valley (Allen and Unwin, 
3s. 6d.); The Archeology of the Cambridge 
Region (Cambridge University Press, 31s. 6d.), 
an important volume by Dr. Cyril Fox ; The 
Italian Lakes (Medici Society, 7s. 6d.), by 
Gabriel Faure; a new edition, also, of Old 
London Illustrated (The Builder, 7s. 6d.), by 
Mr. H. W. Brewer; and Where the Buffalo 
Roamed (Macmillan, 6s.), by E. L. Marsh, 
which deals, of course, with the Canadian 
West. Life of the Wayside and Woodland 
(Warne, tos. 6d.) is by Mr. T. A. Coward, 
a handy and well illustrated guide to British 
wild life; Butterfly Lore (Milford, 4s. 6d.) 
is by H. Eltringham. Beagles and Beagling 
(Hutchinson, 21s.), by Captain J. Otho Paget, 
is a very jolly book for all hound lovers and 
in particular for those who are interested in 
the form of sport it describes. From the Hunts
